Fighting  the  Fire  Fiend. 

Mr.  Bolmk  owns  aod  runs  a  cooper- 
shop  near  the  Honse  o f  Correction,  and, 

I  us  he  keeps  a  dozen  tneu  at  work,  he  is 
J  bound  to  have  his  shop  run  on  “kjstem.'' 
The  other  day  ho  was  muling  s  newu-pa 
per  article  in- regard  to  the  prevention  of 
conflagrations.  The  article  advised  em¬ 
ployers  to  lay  out  a  regular  programme 
of  what  should  be  doue  when  a  Are  was 
discovered  iu  tbe  shop, and  drill  his  hands 
uutil  they  uaderstood  it.  lie  bought  50 
feet  of  bose  for  the  penstock,  detailed  a 
man  to  use  it  in  case  of  Are,  and  then  in¬ 
structed  each  other  man  aud  boy  just 
what  tbVr  should  do  when  an  alarm  wa* 
given.  One  was  to  roll  out  barrels,  an¬ 
other  to  tools,  another  to  throw 

staves  througfVui  window,  aud  each  oue 
kuew  exactly  wflut  to  jumj>  for- 

Tliia  was  all  right,  and  Mr.  Bolink  bad 
a  good  tuind  to  cancel  his  insurance  pol¬ 
icies  aud  depend  upon  bia  local  tire- 
brigade.  Before  taking  this  step,  how¬ 
ever,  it  occurred  to  him  to  give  hia  pro¬ 
gramme  a  trial.  He  had  ti  little  curiosi¬ 
ty  to  see  i£  his  employe**  would  spring  to 
their  posts  according  to  instructions,  aud 
he  studied  out  a  plan.

As  Mr.  Bolink  waa  pawing  aroUDd  on 
tbe  tloor,  tbe  umu  wfio  was  to  saVe  the 
ready-made  work  rolled  five  pork  banre'a 
o/er  him,  kicked  iu  tbe  beuds  of  tbr  e 
more,  anil  then  dug  out  through  the  back 
door.  Oue  man#  saved  a  piece  of  board 
C  feet  long  ;  another  took  up  a  stave  and 
broke  two  windows  before  lie  fled,  while 
it  third  threw  u  hammer  at  the  clock,  ut¬ 
tered  a  while!  shriek,  aud  kicked  open  the 
side  door. 

Iu  two  minutes  the  shop  was  clear  of 
every  one  but  Mr.  Bolink,  und  he  was 
crawliug  out  from  umong  the  baiTels, 
when  steamer  No.  G  came  galloping  down.
